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TIME TO TAKE STOCK 

Periodically the managers of every successful business 
must check their assets and their liabilities to know where they 
stand. What is good for a business is good for a government. 
The people of this nation are stockholders in the greatest busi¬ 
ness in the world, namely, the United States government. 

Private business must constantly be on the alert to prevent 
bad accounts accumulating on its books. Failure to do this has 
wrecked many otherwise promising institutions. The people 
of this country must be diligent to keep bad accounts (ill- 
advised legislation, exorbitant taxation, public officials and 
legislators with radical and visionary ideas) from clogging or 
destroying the machinery of government. Just as bad debts 
will wreck a business, so will exorbitant taxation, radical legis¬ 
lation and unbalanced public officials wreck a government. 

It is well to take stock of ourselves six months after the 
last presidential election. Excitement of the political cam¬ 
paign is passed and all new public officials are in office. The 
nation has actually settled down to the first normal period of 
activity since the first gun was fired in the World War eleven 
years ago. We have what every other nation in the world is 
striving to secure, namely, sound domestic and financial condi¬ 
tions under a stable form of government. 

Yet we have in this nation today, public officials, teachers 
and professional lecturers who would, if they could, under¬ 
mine the sound basis on which we are operating and substitute 
in its place obstructive and destructive ideas which have de¬ 
stroyed the stability, safety and progress of some of the w’orld’s 
leading nations. 

That the people of this nation do not wish to .see any 
experimental program adopted was made very evident at the i 
last election. But.th^ work of the agitator never^jeases. Hence, 
our public officials and private citizens must be ever on their 
guard to prevent liabilities accumulating in the affairs of our 
government, just as the managers of private business are con-1 
stantly on their guard to prevent liabilities creeping into the : 
affairs of private enterprise. I 

What a great thing it would be if, when our national con-' 
gress reconvenes, it would devote itself more largely to the ' 
affairs of government and less to the affairs of private citizens 
and private business than it has during recent years. ] 

Never before in the hi.story of the United States was the 
labor situation in such a healthy condition. Hours are reason-, 
able and wages are good. We have legislation covering prac-j 
tically every phase of businc.ss activity. The workman is pro- ^ 
tected. The public is protected. Industries are protected from 
unfair competition. Labor and capital are actually working in 
clo.se harmony and workmen, through the purchase of the 
stocks and securities of the industries wWch employ them, are 
sharing in the profits or lo.sses of such enterprises. j 

An inventory of our national affairs will show that we are' 
in a .sound condition and with proper management we should 
continue in the same situation for an indefinite period into 
the future. _ | 

THE POLITICAL GAME 

It is still some time in the future before the citizens will 
be called upon to ca.st their ballots for public officials, both j 
civic and county, but already anyone at all conversant with | 
the political game can see plain evidence of active prepara-1 
tion by the politicians. This is more pronounced in any com-! 
munity by checking up on the local press. It is, or rather, it 
should be clear to every citizen when there are two or more i 
publications in a community. A little patronage here and a 
little bunch of favors there; the changing of a few technicali¬ 
ties to suit specific occasions. All these are but preliminaries 
indulged in by professional politicians in an attempt to secure 
political control of a community. Personally we have watched 
these maneuvers with considerable interest, for to us it con¬ 
stitutes a splendid study in human nature. We do not mean to 
infer that all citizens, whether in office or contesting any par¬ 
ticular office, are professional politicians, but we do state as a 
fact that the professional politicians are never idle, while the 
general public, immediately after an election, cease to interest 
themselves in either civic or county officials or prospective can¬ 
didates until the very eve of an election. Much has been said 
recently in connection with the cross word puzzle, a fad that is 
rapidly dying out. But the game of politics is a far more in¬ 
teresting game, which the general public should study, for it 
never dies out. If the citizens spent only a very small per¬ 
centage of their time in studying the game of politics that was 
spent in solving cross word puzzles they would soon have 
cleaner politics. And, remember this: Just as cross word 
puzzles, BO is the game of politics played through the news¬ 
papers. Some times both keep you guessing; at other times 
both are easy to solve for the reader who uses a little of the 
common sense which we all should possess. From time to time 
we may decide to enlighten the citizens, in the columns of this 
publication,'in a more concise and detailed manner. In the 
meantime, might we just take the liberty to suggest: Watch the 
political game in your community.

Winter Is Welcomed in the
